and Conftitution of their Own, as thefe 
Worthy Patriots have done upon the late Turn 
of Affairs. But there is too much Reafon 
to fear, that the Debts which, notwithftan- 
ding the confummate Abilities and Appli- 
cation of the Prefent Miniftry to fet us clear, 
muft defcend at leaft to our Great-grandfons 
with their Titles and Eftates, will gain too 
much Credit to what I have written, that 
the Wounds which the Government has re- 
ceiv’d, are too deep to be cur’d without lea- 
ving fome Scars; and, that as the Management 
of thefe Gentlemen has fuftly intitled Them 
7. to the Curfes of the prefent Age, fo their 
_ thai Memories are likely to merit the Deteftati- 
1 thon of many Generations to come. 
Firt@ It usd, in former Ages, to be the laus 
h tht dable Defign of the beft Englifhmen, to de- 
ferve Honour by ferving the Crown with 
Fidelity, and defending its juft Prerogatives; 
to think they could no way merit better from 
their Country, or give a better Inftance of 
their Submiflion to its Laws, than by pay- 
ing a Reverence to the Perfon of the Prince, 
and by venturing their Lives in his Service. 
But, how very different has the Practice of 
ome Upftart Nobles prov’d in this Reign! 
ave they not valu’d themfelves upon their 
ttempts to leffen the Rights of the Crown, 
ad even the Queen her felf, with her Peo- 
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Record, that Pofterity may probably not be_ 


ple? Have they not paid lefs Refpeé to the 
Majefty of Her Perfon, than the Decency of 
all civiliz’d Nations allow to her Sex? This 
was a Strain of Policy which was never pra- 
&tis’d before in any Kingdom, unlefs where 
the Fortune of War had left the Prince en- 
tirely to the Mercy of his Rebels, who might 
compound for their Pardon at laft by re- 
{toring him to his Crown: And it will be 
as hard, I believe, for thefe Gentlemen to 
reconcile this Behaviour to common Reafon 
as to good Manners, unlefs they were in 
hopes that at the worft, and if their Pro- 
jects fail’d, the Wickednefs of their Schemes 
might be excus’d by the Weaknef$ with which 
they were concerted. 

To make the Tenor of their Condué& all 
of a piece, 1 wonder, now the Nation is ex- 
prefling their Thanks to Her Majefty for the 
Profpect fhe has given them of a f{peedy Peace, 
Honourable for Herfelf, Safe for Her Allies, 
and Advantageous to Her People; why thefe 
Gentlemen do not make a kind of Counter. 
Addrefs 5 or, to ufe.the Style of their Pre- 
deceflors, a Petition and Advice, to exprefs 
the Grievances they labour under, andthe 
proper Means for their redrefs. Somethin 
of this nature, would be extremely Politick, 
if Pen’d with that freedom of Thought and 
Addrefs, which is peculiar to that Faétion, 
who have often confuted the Councils of 
Whitehall with the Rhetorick of the Stairs. 
I cannot pretend to have all the neceflary 
Qualifications for drawing a finifh’d Piece of 
this kind; yet, I will venture to conclude 
this Paper with a rough Draught of a Pe- 
tition, which, if revis’d and corrected by 
the mafterly Hand of that great States-Man 
and Rhetorician their New Profelyre, might 
prove of fingular Service, to procure them 
the Favour of the Queen, and the Voice of 
the People.
